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MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW

RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Prices  on  slaughter  steers  and  heifers 
declined  for  the  third  consecutive  week  at 
leading  midwest  terminals  under  the  influence 
of  continued  liberal  marketings  and  lower 
dressed  beef  prices.     Slaughter  steers  sold 
unevenly  steady  to  $1.00  lower  for  the  week, 
heifers  steady  to  50*  off;  slaughter  cows  gen- 
erally steady  to  50*  higher.     Prices  were 
little  changed  on  stocker  and  feeder  cattle 
and  calves  at  midwest  centers,  except  at  Kansas 
City  where  prices  advanced  50*,   instances  $1.00 
up  in  a  reaction  to  the  lower  trend  at  that 
market  the  previous  week.     Barrows  and  gilts 
sold  steady  to  75*  lower  over  the  Corn  Belt. 
At  midwest  points,  spring  slaughter  lambs 
closed  steady  to  50*  lower,   old  crop  offerings 
averaged  about  steady.     At  Fort  Worth  spring 
and  old  crop  lambs  were  $1.00-1.50  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Cattle 
marketings  continued  liberal  but  slightly 
below  previous  week  when  the  12-market  re- 
ceipts were  largest  since  January.       Slaugh- 
ter steers  and  heifers  formed  the  bulk  of 
arrivals  at  the  majority  of  midwest  markets 
and  Good  to  average-Choice  grades  continued 
to  predominate  by  long  odds.     However,  the  pro- 
portion of  cows  in  receipts  increased  slightly. 
With  cattle  marketings  and  beef  production 
continuing  to  run  at  the  heaviest  rate  since 
January,  prices  were  under  most  downward  pres- 
sure in  some  time.     Slaughter  steers  sold  steady 
to  $1.00  lower  with  declines  of  50-75*  at 
several  centers.     Heifers  closed  steady  to 
50*  lower,  instances  75*  off.     At  the  same 
time,  cows  remained  in  fairly  good  demand  and 
brought  steady  to  50*  higher  prices  with  the 
exception  of  a  50*  lower  trend  in  So.  St.  Paul 
where  cows  formed  25  percent  of  cattle  receipts, 
most  for  any  of  the  12  markets.     Oklahoma  City 
cattle  receipts  were  heaviest  of  any  week  so 
far  this  year  and  arrivals  were  10  percent 
cows  compared  to  8  percent  the  previous  week. 
Bulls  sold   steady  to  50*  higher  and  vealers 
held  steady  in  So.  St.  Paul  but  declined  $1.00 
in  St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards.     Wholesale 
dressed  beef  prices  declined  as  pipelines 
leading  to  consumers  were  filled  as  the  re- 
sult of  three  weeks  of  the  heaviest  cattle  mar- 
ketings since  January.     Chicago  wholesale 
dressed  beef  prices  were  50*-$1.50  lower,  the 
sharpest  decline  for  any  week  so  far  this  year. 

At  Chicago,  high-Choice  and  Prime  slaugh- 
ter steers,  mostly  1050-1400#,  bulked  at  $28.50- 
32.25  with  3  loads  Prime  $32.50j  majority  Choice 
$26.75-28.50.     Elsewhere,  high-Choice  steers, 
some  with  a  Prime  end  realized  $27.00-28.75, 
2  loads  1128-1193#  mixed  high-Choice  and  Prime 
$29.25  at  Omaha;  bulk  Choice  $25.75-27.50; 
Good  steers  at  all  midwest  centers  $22.50-26.00, 
Choice  heifers  largely  $25.00-27.00,  numerous 


loads  reaching  $27.50  at  Chicago  where  Prime 
1100#  heifers  reached  $29.00;  Good  over  the 
area  $22.00-25.00.     Most  Utility  and  Commercial 
cows  $16.00-18.00,  few  $18.50;  Canners  and  Cut- 
ters $13.00-16.50. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves 
at  midwest  terminal  markets  were  little  differ- 
ent in  volume  than  the  seasonally  moderate 
numbers  received  either  the  previous  week  or 
a  year  ago.     High-Medium  to  average-Choice 
grades  continued  to  predominate  with  a  large 
percentage  consisting  of  500-750#  stock  steers. 
Price  trends  around  the  market  circuit  continued 
to  show  marked  variations.     Trading  often  was 
fairly  active  at  steady  to  strong  prices  and 
at  Kansas  City  an  advance  of  50*  to  in  some 
instances  $1.00  erased  a  substantial  part  of 
the  sharp  decline  which  occurred  at  that  market 
the  previous  week.     In  contrast  at  Omaha  sales 
were  steady  to  weak  and  at  Oklahoma  City,  Good, 
and  Choice  grades  were  weak  to  50*  lower, 
Common  and  Medium  $1.00-2.00  lower.     At  Wich- 
ita prices  were  steady  to  50*  lower  and  at 
Fort  Worth  Common  and  Medium  stockers  sold 
$1.00-2.00  lower  while  Good  and  Choice  held 
steady.     Although  slaughter  cattle  prices  de- 
clined during  the  week,  the  price  relationship 
between  feeder  and  slaughter  cattle  appears 
somewhat  more  favorable  than  a  year  ago. 
Thus,  while  demand  in  recent  weeks  has  been 
fairly  good,  frequent  price  fluctuations  on 
the  one  hand  would  tend  to  indicate  a  desire 
for  cattle  and  on  the  other  more  than  the  nor- 
mal amount  of  uncertainty  in  regard  to  price 
levels  during  the  summer  and  fall  months.     A 
fairly  prolonged  dry  spell  and  deteriorating 
range  conditions  in  some  southwestern  localities 
was  a  factor  influencing  the  currently  poor  de- 
mand for  Common  and  Medium  stockers  at  termi- 
nals in  that  area.     However,  pasture  conditions 
in  the  nation  as  a  whole  are  considered  above 
average  and  in  addition  there  are  abundant 
stockpiles  of  all  kinds  of  feeds  in  most  of 
the  major  feeding  areas. 

Bulk  Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder 
steers  brought  $23.00-26.00.     Steers  over  90C# 
seldom  exceeded  $25.00  whereas  Choice  fleshy 
708#  reached  $28.50.     Medium  to  low-Good  feed- 
ers sold  from  $20.00-22.50.     Good  and  Choice 
550-700#  stock  steers  sold  chiefly  from  $24.00- 
29.50.     At  Sioux  City  Choice  67C#  brought 
$29.00,  629#  $31.00  and  3  loads  535#  $31.50. 
Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers  bulked  at 
$22.50-26.50,  including  Choice  70C#  feeders 
at  $24.75.     Good  and  Choice  steer  calves, 
often  in  small  lots,   sold  from  $26.00-33.50. 
At  Denver  Choice  320#  reached  $34.25.     At 
Sioux  City  11  loads  Choice,  thin  325-337#  heif- 
er calves  sold  at  $32.00-32.50  but  such  offerings 
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were  scarce  elsewhere  around  the  market  cir- 
cuit where  Good  and  Choice  heifer  calves  bulked 
at  $23.00-28.75. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Receipts  at 
the  12  markets  were  about  2   percent  less  than 
in  the  previous  week  but  4   percent  above  a 
year  ago.     Supplies  were  rather  unevenly  dis- 
tributed as  some  points  where  rain  interfered 
with  spring  field  work  received  substantial 
increases  of  hogs.     At  many  of  the  western 
Corn  Belt  markets  a  sizable  volume  of  the 
receipts  again  consisted  of  barrows  and  gilts 
weighing  230-280#.     Over  the  area,  however, 
mixed  No.  1-3,  190-260#  barrows  and  gilts 
predominated.     Sows  made  up  6-14  percent  at 
the  various  centers.     Compared  with  the  pre- 
vious week's  close,  barrows  and  gilts  sold 
steady  to  750  lower,   extremes  $1.00  off  at 
Omaha  but  at  Chicago  190-220?  were  steady  to 
25 £  higher,  and  at  Indianapolis  all  weights 
closed  strong  to  250  higher.     Sow  prices  were 
steady  to  500  lower,   mainly  steady  to  250 
off. 

At  the  close,   selected  lots  of  No.  1, 
and  mixed  No.  1  and  2,   190-23C#  barrows  and 
gilts  sold  at  $16.35-17.75,   largely  $16.50- 
17.25 j  mixed  U.  S.   1-3,   180-250,?  bulked  at 
$16.00-16.75,  with  190-220?  at  Chicago  $17.00- 
17.35,   and  180-240?  at  Indianapolis  $16.25- 
17.25.     Mixed  U.   S.   1-3,  270-600?  sows  bulked 
at  $12.50-14.75.     Prices  on  feeder  pigs  were 
weak  to  500  lower  at  So.  St.  Paul  and  250 
lower,   instances  500  off  at  Sioux  City.     Me- 
dium and  Good  130-160?  feeder  pigs  at  Sioux 
City  sold  at  $15.50-16.25,  few  Good  and  Choice 
$16.50-16.75.     At  So.  St.  Paul  mostly  Good 
130-16Q?  feeders  brought  $15.00-15.50. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Receipts  were  unchanged  from  the  pre- 
vious week  but  were  again  moderately  larger 
than  at  this  time  last  year.     Marketing  was 
heaviest  on  Monday  when  rainfall  kept  producers 
from  field  work.     Prices  declined  early  in 
the  week  under  the  influence  of  liberal  re- 
ceipts but  leveled  off  at  midweek  and  strength- 
ened on  later  days.     Closing  prices  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  Friday  were  steady  to  100 
lower  on  butchers  under  230?  while  heavier 
weights  were  steady  to  250  higher;  sows 
steady  to  100  lower,   instances  350  off  on 
weights  over  450'/.     U.   S.   1-3,   190-240# 
butchers  sold  late  from  $15.60-16.35  with 
limited  volume  mixed  No.  1  and  2  $16.25-16.50, 
few  lots  selected  No.  1  190-230?  reached 
$16.75;  mixed  No.  1-3,   270-400?  sows  brought 
$13.00-14.25;  400-550?,  $11.50-13.65. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
terminals  were  little  changed  from  the  pre- 
vious week,  but  around  7  percent  larger  than 
corresponding  week  last  year.     Old  crop  lambs 
predominated  in  supplies  at  northern  Corn  Belt 
points,  while  spring  lambs   comprised    up  to 
50  percent  of  the  supply  farther  south.     Ap- 


proximately 40  percent  of  receipts  at  Fort 
Worth  sold  on  feeder  accounts,   otherwise, 
feeders  were  rather  scarce.     Closing  prices 
on  old  crop  lambs  were  uneven,   averaging  about 
steady  while  spring  lambs  sold  steady  to  500 
lower.     However,  the  spring  run  of  lambs 
was  well  underway  at  Fort  Worth  and  sales 
at  that  market  were  $1.00-1,50  lower,  most  de- 
cline on  spring  lambs.     Slaughter  ewes  mostly 
steady,   instances  $1.00  lower  aside  from  the 
500  advance  at  Omaha.     Feeder  lambs  mainly 
steady,  except  500  lower  at  Fort  Worth. 

At  midwest  terminals,  Choice  and  Prime 
85-105#  spring  slaughter  lambs  brought  $23.00- 
25.25,  few  Prime  $25.50-26.75;  Good  and  Choice 
$22.50-23.50.     Good  to  Prime  spring  lambs 
at  Fort  Worth  $20.00-23.50,  mostly  $20.00- 
22.00  at  the  close.     Good  and  Choice  90-110# 
old  crop  wooled  and  shorn  No.  1  and  2  pelt 
slaughter  lambs  in  the  midwest  $19.00-21.50, 
few  Choice  and  Prime  $22.00,  instances 
$22.25. 

Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota  di- 
rect sheep  and  lamb  marketings  were  around 
11  percent  less  than  the  previous  week,  but 
approximately  4  percent  above  the  correspond- 
ing week  last  year.     Shorn  old  crop  lambs 
comprised  the  bulk  of  receipts.     Closing 
prices  compared  with  the  previous  Friday  were 
mostly  steady.     Choice,  with  a  few  Prime,   90- 
105#  shorn  slaughter  lambs  with  No.  2  to 
fall  shorn  pelts  sold  at  $20.50-21.00, 
small  volume  No.  1  and  fall  shorn  lambs 
$21.00-21.50.     Scattered  Choice  and  Prime 
spring  slaughter  lambs  80-10Q?  $23.50-24.00, 
few  mostly  Prime  $24.25-24.50.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 


Trading  on  greasy  domestic  worsted 
wools  in  the  Boston  market  was  very  slow. 
Several  wool  pools  were  sold  in  some  of  the 
fleece  wool  States.  Prices  were  about  un- 
changed  to  slightly  easier  for  medium 
fleeces.  Demand  was  poor  for  noils,  while 
sales  of  scoured  shorn  wools  increased  some- 
what. Prices  held  about  steady  for  all 
classes  of  woolen  wools. 

A  little  wool  sold  in  Wyoming  while 
movement  was  slow  in  most  of  the  territory 
States. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  at  mid>- 
week  showed  a  good  selection  of  topmaking 
merinos  offered,  with  Japan  the  chief 
operator  but  competition  limited  and  prices 
unchanged  at  the  opening  but  with  a  slightly 
easier  tone  at  midweek  in  Melbourne.  Trad- 
ing was  active  at  the  Napier,  New  Zealand 
market  with  the  Continent  dominating  and 
Bradford  supporting.  Fifties  and  finer 
grades  were  easier  with  coarse  cross-bred 
wools  very  firm  while  carpet  wools  trended 
lower.  There  was  general  competition  in 
South  Africa  with  unchanged  quotes.  The 
South  American  markets  remained  very  dull. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  low  l/4  blood 
staple  46/48s  fleeces  sold  at  $1.02  clean 
basis.  Results  of  the  Tennessee  pools  were 
as  follows:  Iynchburg  30,000  pounds  sold 
at  55. 750 j  Manchester  15,000  pounds  56.100; 
Shelbyville  60,000  pounds  56. 750 j  Fayette- 
ville  50,000  pounds  56.600,  all  medium 
fleeces  f.o.b.

LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Trading  was  moder- 
ately active  for  fresh  meats.     Demand  was  most- 
ly good  for  beef  but  extremely  poor  on  chucks 
which  failed  to  clear.     Lower  carcass  cut- 
out for  beef  resulted  from  lower  prices  for 
chucks  as  ribs  moved  prompt  and  were  mostly 
higher.     Broad  demand  for  hindquarters  brought 
price  stability  for  this  cut.     Beef  and  pork 
supplies  were  mostly  normal.     Supplies  of 
veal,   calf  and  lamb  were  moderate,  which 
helped  sustain  price  levels.     Pork  loins  sold 
higher  early  in  the  week  under  a  good  demand 
but  some  of  the  early  advance  was  erased  at 
the  close. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:     Steer 
beef  steady  to  $1.00  lower,  bulk  at  New  York 
50£  lower,  but  some  Good  steers  at  Philadel- 
phia 50£  higher;   cow  beef  steady  to  $1.50 
higher,   the  advance  at  Baltimore  and  Phila- 
delphia.

Sheep  and  l^mhs  shipped  into  these  8  North  Central  States  during  April  i960 
totaled  1U7.912  head,  down  5  percent  from  the  155.593  head  shipped  during  April  1959. 
Of  the  total  received  during  April,  U3.O8I  head  moved  through  public  markets  and 
IOU.83I  head  moved  direct.  The  January  through  April  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder 
sheep  and  lambs  this  year  totaled  627, }kk   head,  compared  with  590,807  head  for  the 
same  period  in  1959  —  a  6  percent  increase.
